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Real 

estate 

rising

Like the ripples of a rising 
wave, Didsbury’s real estate mar¬ 
ket is feeling the effects of a 
rising market in the larger ur¬ 
ban centres. 

Real estate agents from the 
three major dealers in town are 
reporting basically the same kind 
of outcome for their 1998 year - 
hot. 

At Remax, Dan Peters reports 
that his sales as compared to the 
same period last year have risen 
about 25%. And that was coming 
off a year in 1997 which was 10% 
higher than 1996. 

Peters suspects that there are 
a number of reasons for this. 
First and foremost is the rela¬ 
tionship between the local mar- 
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kets and Calgary's booming mar¬ 


ket. 

"We are extremely influenced 
by the Calgary market," says Pe¬ 
ters. 

It is often those in that Cal¬ 
gary market that are heading 
into smaller communities for any 
number of reasons, includingthe 
atmosphere, the feelingof safety, 
and the proximity to major cen¬ 
tres such as Calgary and Red 
Deer. 

Sarah Konschuh, Peters 
counterpart at Realty World, 
would agree. 

She says, "There is a slow pro¬ 
gression of people moving from 
the city." Didsbury offers better 
dollar value compared to the 
high priced Calgary market. 

However, Peters adds, that is 
not to say Didsbury is attracting 
only commuters. He says that he 
has found that most people com¬ 
ing to Didsbury are here to be a 


part of the community. 

Nor is Didsbury attracting 
only retirees, says Peters. 

At Remax, he estimates that 
80 to 85% of home sales are to 
families with children. 

John Linitski, of Royal Lepage 
is finding the same track at that 
agency. "I think the bulk of the 
increase has been people mov¬ 
ing into town from outside." 

All three agree that the hous¬ 
ing in the most demand at 
present is single family homes 
in the affordable range. 

Konschuh says that although 
she has only been in real estate 
for one year, this was a good 
one to start in. 

"It has definitely been a good 
year and an interesting year," 
she says. 

So what's the allure to Dids¬ 
bury? 

All three agents say facilities 


such as the hospital and the Me¬ 
morial Complex have been big 
selling points for them. 

But, it is also the atmosphere. 

"People see Didsbury as an 
opportunity to live in a small 
town and actually get to know 
your neighbor and not just to 
be a suburb or an extension of 
someone else." Didsbury is dis¬ 
tinct. 

The volume of houses as well 
as the prices of homes are feel¬ 
ing the ripple effects of the posi¬ 
tive year. 

The median cost of a home 
was about $95,000 this past 
year at Remax. 

In the lower end housing it 
is estimated that prices have 
gone up approximately 20% 
since 1996 or 1997. 

In 1995, a home on market 
for $65,000 could not sell. This 
year, that very home sold for 


$85,000 without a problem. 

In somewhat of a contrast, 
the higher end homes sales are 
up, but prices are remaining 
pretty much stable from last 
year. 

Peters describes it as, "An 
even market," in terms of buy¬ 
ers and sellers. 

In comparison with Olds 
and Carstairs, the realtors 
are of differing opinions and 
different perspectives. 

Konschuh says she can 
draw some comparisons be¬ 
tween Didsbury and Olds but 
only enough to say that Dids¬ 
bury has a strong market for 
its relative size to the much 
larger town of Olds. 

Linitski believes Didsbury 
and Carstairs are about equal 
in the home sales and market 
prices. 

Peters says he doesn't deal 


much out of town and is un¬ 
sure of any comparison. 

But all three agree that 
Didsbury is certainly holding 
its own as the small town real 
estate markets between Cal¬ 
gary and Red Deer rise with 
the economic tide. 

It is not just in residential 
sales that are reflecting a 
good economy. It is also in 
the new starts of homes and 
businesses. 

In October, the town direc¬ 
tor of planning and develop¬ 
ment, Robert Wigg, announced 
that Didsbury's value of con¬ 
struction, including everything 
from commercial construction 
to garages, had more than dou¬ 
bled over last year and was at 
about $5.5 million. At last re¬ 
port, that number was in the 
$5.8 million range.

Plow pace 

After much discussion, coun¬ 
cil agreed to purchase four new 
trucks under their capital 
equipment replacement sched¬ 
ule policy, and to tender out for 
some new heavy equipment. 
However, before the final deci¬ 
sion was made, council dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of pur¬ 
chasing a new snow plow or 
grader so as to speed up the 
process of clearing up the roads 
during the snowy season. Much 
debate took place around the 
table but Reeve Pat James said, 
"If we try to impress ratepayers 
with the speed of snow removal, 
we'll be about as successful as 
trying to regulate the hours of 
snowfall." It was decided to ac¬ 
cept the original motion, how¬ 
ever the other plow or grader 
discussion could come back to 
the table at a later date. 

RCMP request funds 

The Sundre area has found 
itself in need of some support 
at their local RCMP detach¬ 
ment. An area with relatively 
high crime in comparison with 
its size, an no required munici¬ 
pal support, they feel that they 
would like to hire a new clerk at 
their office. However only towns 
with a 2500 population are re¬ 
quired to put any money to¬ 
wards the RCMP policing. 
Sundre has a population of 
2028. Therefore all of their de¬ 
tachment's personnel resources 
are funded at a level of 70% 
federal funding and 30% pro¬ 
vincial. They have found that 
there is a need for an additional 
clerk because there is only one 
to support seven uniformed of¬ 
ficers, but no money to hire one. 
They have asked the county to 
help fund that position, prob¬ 
ably on an ongoing basis. Ac¬ 
cording to the information and 
statistics provided to council, 
Sundre had the highest amount 
of activity with the least amount 
of resources. Councillors asked 
County commissioner, Harold 
Johnsrude if it was common¬ 
place to ask a county to help 
support. Johnsrude explained 
that although it is not often, 
the County of Clearwater finan¬ 


cially assists the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House detachment. Coun¬ 
cil said they felt that they did 
not have enough information 
to commit dollars, so they asked 
that the RCMP come to the next 
council meeting and make a 
presentation. The motion was 
tabled. 

Please forgive me 

Council had a couple remain¬ 
ing tax penalty forgiveness re¬ 
quests to deal with at their last 
meeting. In one instance, the 
property owner's mailing ad¬ 
dress had changed, and they 
therefore did not receive their 
tax bill. Because most of the 
councillors felt that it was the 
property owner's responsibil¬ 
ity to be sure the county had 
the correct mailing address, 
they denied the request. 

However, in the future, coun¬ 
cil has agreed that there should 
be some statement on the ac¬ 
tual tax bill warning residents 
that they need to keep their 
mailing address up to date in 
the county's file because the 
county will not be held respon¬ 
sible for late payment penal¬ 
ties in those instances. 

The second case involved 
$ 169 in tax penalties. The prop¬ 
erty owner had properly filed 
an appeal, however, it some¬ 
how did not get to the assess¬ 
ment appeal board in time for a 
timely payment. Therefore, the 
county council felt that it was 
their error and agreed to waive 
the tax penalities on the prop¬ 
erty. 

The third case was also a mis¬ 
take by the county because a 
property owner had received 
some misinformation about the 
mailing of his tax notice. There¬ 
fore council forgave his 
penalities in the amount of 
$ 210 . 

Council won't participate 

Council chose not to appoint 
any representative to the Park¬ 
land Airshed Management 
Zone committee. Reeve Pat 
James stated that although 
there had been a representa¬ 
tive from the county in the past, 
he felt that there are other or¬

Innisfail man charged with 
high tech child porn crimes

An internet child pornogra¬ 
phy distribution operation was 
busted in Innisfail last week. 

Innisfail RCMP were tipped 
off that explicit material was 
being downloaded off the inter¬ 
net by a computer in their town. 

The tip came from a group in 
the US who monitors this type 
of activity on the world wide 
web. When they discovered that 
there were large amounts of 
pornographic material involv¬ 
ing children being downloaded 
to this specific address, they 


immediately phoned the local 
area Innisfail RCMP. 

"It almost came in like a 
Crimestoppers tip from the 
United States of America," says 
Cpl. Ed Plitz. 

There were also explicit con¬ 
versations taking place from the 
computer in question. 

Once the Innisfail detachment 
had the information they called 
in the Edmonton RCMP Com¬ 
mercial Crime Unit and the Ed¬ 
monton City Police's Techno¬ 
logical Crime Unit. 

For a month the investiga¬ 


tion continued, until they were 
able to obtain a search warrant 
for the residence where the ma¬ 
terial was traced back to. 

Upon execution of that war¬ 
rant, all the computer equip¬ 
ment was seized and has been 
sent to Edmonton for analysis, 
and the investigation contin¬ 
ues. 

Eric Hughes, of Innisfail, has 
been charged with possession of 
child pornography material and 
is scheduled to appear in Red 
Deer Provincial Court on Jan.

Underneath the sugar coating 

i .

So, when the story came out in 
the newspaper, they were rightfully upset and worried. 

To my way of thinking, if the explanation to the employ¬ 
ees had been done long before I ever found out about it, there 
would have been a lot less havoc. Instead of trying to cover 
tracks, perhaps the region could have made the tracks in the 
first place and all would have been understood clearly. 

The situation that has caused all the stir is the fact that 
our local hospital will be undergoing a total program review 
because the region has asked the province to provide funding 
for them to build a new pod onto the hospital or renovate the 
old auxiliary hospital. When such a capital request is made, 
it is required that a total examination of the hospital be done, 
this means examining the use of all areas of the hospital. 

Despite the fact that the review is being done for that 
reason, there is still some likelihood that the hospital would 
lose acute care beds, because in the region's own words, it is 
only running at 49% occupancy. It is very likely that those 
beds, which are used for in-patients, such as emergencies, 
surgery recoveries, or any other primary care, will be 
rearranged. So technically, the hospital wouldn't lose any 
beds, they would just be rearranged. But, still that means 
losing acute care beds. 

The argument could be made that it is a waste of money 
to have a section of the hospital running at such a low 
percentage of occupancy. If you are only looking at straight 
statistics and number, this would seem to be true. But, 
according to the doctors, the very doctors who work up¬ 
wards of 70 hours a week and see the actual goings on at the 
local hospital, they are being used. 

Sure, there may be times when it is empty, but there are 
also times when it is so full, patients have to be sent to other 
regions, and since the system is based on statistics and 
numbers, just imagine the money our region would lose 
when local patients' health care dollars are going to the 
region north or south. 

Besides, that argument just doesn't sit quite right with 
me. That is like saying that you have owned a house for 40 
years, and your smoke detector only went off once, therefore 
in straight statistics you've only used that smoke detector a 
minute percentage, but is it a waste of money? 

The other immeasurable issue, that probably won't be 
taken into account with the outside consulting firm hired to 
conduct this review, is the level of confidence of the public in 
our local hospital. With less and less primary care, the public 
will inevitably feel that they are not being taken care of at 
the local hospital, and then again will go into other larger 
regions. The more that happens, the lower the usage of the 
current beds, and a destructive circle begins. 

But, all of this is besides the most important point - the 
doctors. Our local doctors have publicly stated that not only 
would it be increasingly difficult to attract doctors to the 
community because of a reduction in primary health care, it 
would also be difficult to keep the present ones. In a 
community that values its health, its doctors, and its 
hospital, residents are unlikely to be sedated by all the fancy 
talk that is being offered as explanation. 

The bottom line is that acute care is in danger, and thus, 
so is our hospital and our community. 
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Notes from the desk of the 
County Mountie 

While out on the highways 
and roads in the County I am 
often told by drivers that they 
don't think traffic enforcement 
is important. I am surprised 
to hear that some of you feel 
the police have better things 
to do than enforce the speed 
limits and stop signs. Because 
of this I feel there are a few 
things you may be interested 
to know as tax payers and 
residents of Alberta. If you are 
one of those persons who think 
traffic enforcement is a "cash 
cow" I hope this will change 
your mind. 

Traffic Collision Facts: 

In 1996 there were 349 peo¬ 
ple killed and 22,268 injured 
in collisions in Alberta. We 
call these "collisions" rather 
than "accidents" because the 
term accident implies unfore¬ 
seen circumstances and a lack 
of predictability and suggests 
a lack of individual responsi¬ 
bility. Most traffic "accidents" 
can be predicted and prevented. 
How weak does "I didn't see it 
coming" or "We couldn't have 
done anything about it" sound? 

In 1996 Alberta automobile 
insurers paid $900 million to 
settle motor vehicle collision 
claims. This would not include 
policing costs, damage to ve¬ 
hicles that are self-insured or 
the cost of medical treatment 
for the occupants of the "at 
fault vehicle." 
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In Alberta every year 85,000 
collisions occur costing 
$10,000,000 a day in total 
societal cost (health care, prop¬ 
erty damage, lost productiv¬ 
ity). It's a mystery that most 
people don't find these figures 
outrageous. A big part of road 
safety is attitude and behav¬ 
iour - what a driver does be¬ 
hind the wheel. Here are some 
facts that might interest you: 

Where and when do colli¬ 
sions happen? 

• 75% of deaths and inju¬ 
ries occur in collisions less 
than 40 km from home. 

• The majority of collisions 
causing death and injury hap¬ 
pen on dry roads. 

• 73% of fatal collisions hap¬ 
pen in rural Alberta. 

• 81% of non-fatal collisions 
and property damage occur in 
urban areas. 

• In 1996, the highest 
number of fatal collisions 
occured in December. 

• Most collisions happen 
on Fridays, but Saturday is 
the day when the most fatal 
collisions happen. 

• Afternoon rush hour is 
the time of day when most 
collisions occur. 

Who is involved? 

Collision victims: 

Fatalaties - drivers, 53%; 
passengers, 29%; pedestrians, 
10 %. 

Injuries - drivers, 58%; pas¬ 
sengers, 32%; pedestrians, 5%. 

• In 1996, there were 11 
people killed in collisions in¬ 


volving motorcycles. 

• Motorcycle drivers under 
the age of 25 are most likely to 
be involved in casualty colli¬ 
sions. 

• It is a common belief that 
most collisions are caused by 
"bad" drivers. In fact Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada statis¬ 
tics show that in 1996 almost 
50% of collisions were caused 
by so called "preferred" drivers 
- drivers who qualified for the 
best rates available from their 
insurance companies. 

What usually causes colli¬ 
sions? 

• Follow too close, 22%, 

18.700 

• Ran off road, 15%, 12,750 

• Left turn across path of 
oncoming traffic, 11%, 9,350 

• Stop sign violation, 9%, 
7,650 

• Disobeyed traffic signal, 
9%, 7,650 

• Left of center, 3%, 2,550 

• Failed to yield right of 
way to pedestrian, 3%, 2,550 

• Improper lane change, 3%, 
2,550 

• Backed unsafely, 2%, 

1.700 

• Yield sign violation, 2%, 

1,700 

• Failed to yield right of 
way at uncontrolled intersec¬ 
tion, 2%, 1,700 

• Improper turn, 2%, 1,700 

• Improper passing, 1%, 850 

• Other, 16%, 13,600. 

Remember "speed" is often a 

contributing factor in many of 
these events.

Refusing to register guns 


Dear Editor, 

In a court case of 1937, Attor¬ 
ney General of BC, versus the 
Attorney General of Canada, No. 
AC 368, it was found the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada can not in¬ 
vade the jurisdiction of the prov¬ 
inces. Now Section 92, Sub. Sec. 
13 of the British North America 
Act, which we use as a Constitu¬ 
tion clearly gives property rights 
to the provinces. 

This court case said "The only 
limitation on the plenary power 
of the Dominion to determine 
what should or should not be 
criminal was the condition that 
Parliament should not in the 
guise of enacting criminal legis¬ 
lation in truth and in substance 
enroach on any of the classes of 
subjects enumerated in Sec. 92 
of the BNA Act." Guns are prop¬ 
erty! 

Now my friends, that is pretty 
clear to even the most simple 
minded, is it not? But that is just 
what has happened in the Courts 
with the Klein judges, has it not? 
Have they not passed a judge¬ 
ment that because of the seri¬ 
ousness of crime and the Fed¬ 
eral Government may pass laws 


to do with property, our guns? 
Doesn't it make you wonder if 
this is not a set up by Mr. Klein 
as the Constitution is clearly 
written and Sec. 52 of the Char¬ 
ter of Rights and freedoms says 
the Constitution "in it's entirety, 
is the supreme law of the land" 
and it goes on to say "any law 
that is inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions of the Constitution is, to 
the extent of the inconsistency, 
of no force or effect." 

Now that's so simple even an 
Albertan Queens Court judge 
would probably be able to un¬ 
derstand it. But lets make is sim¬ 
pler yet for the high paid help. 

The Attorney General of Nova 
Scotia versus the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of Canada in the Lord Nel¬ 
son Hotel Company case of 1950 
which was a dispute over Pro¬ 
vincial and Federal rights came 
to the conclusion that "the con¬ 
stitution of Canada does not 
belong either to Parliament, or 
to the Legislature; and it be¬ 
longs to the country and it is 
there that the citizens of the 
country will find the protec¬ 
tion of the rights to which they 
are entitled." "It is part of that 


protection that Parliament can 
only legislate on Sec. 91 and 
that each province can legis¬ 
late exclusively on the subject 
matters of Sec. 92" Property 
rights fall under Provincial Ju¬ 
risdiction only and the consti¬ 
tution can not be changed ei¬ 
ther by Parliament or the Leg¬ 
islatures. 

So to Ralph Klein and his 
judges, I can tell you I am not 
going to register my long guns. 
Possibly it's time you people 
remembered who pays you 
wages.

A helping hand and a 
warm hug for victims

It is the dreaded knock at the 
door in the middle of the night 
and when you open the door, you 
see a police officer on your door¬ 
step. The first thought that runs 
through your mind is that it 
can't be good news. You are right, 
it probably isn't good news. 

So now you know. The emo¬ 
tions overtake the situation and 
things start to fall apart. 

Then, another knock comes 
at your door. It is a stranger with 
a smile, a shoulder to cry on, a 
whole lot of information, and the 
ability to just be there when you 
need them most. 

It is Chinook's Arch Victim 
Services. 

The service is relatively new 
to the area, and covers the Olds, 
Didsbury and Sundre RCMP de¬ 
tachment areas. Its purpose is 
simple. To do whatever you, as a 
victim, need. 

When an RCMP officer is 
called to a scene or a situation, 
they assess the circumstances 
and decide if they will call one of 
the two, two member teams that 
are on call 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Sometimes, it just a 
victim of a break and enter who 
is hurt by what has happened to 
them. Sometimes the CAVS vol¬ 
unteers come in after a next of 
kin notification when the victim 
is at their most vulnerable and in 
need of support. Or the person 
might be the victim of a sexual 
assault, and just not know how 
to deal with what has occurred. 

"In any situation a victim loses 
in one form or another and they 
are going to go through a griev¬ 
ing process," says Betty Fawns, 
the volunteer coordinator for 
CAVS. 

If it is as tragic as losing a loved 
one in a car accident, they volun¬ 
teer to do everything from make 
coffee, to make the hard but neces¬ 
sary phone calls to family. 

"It is all to make sure things 
run a little more smoothly for the 
victim. It also helps in the recov¬ 
ery process so that they aren't 
feeling neglected and uncared 
for," says Fawns. 

That was the glitch in the old 
system of the police dealing with 
victims. The busy RCMP officers 
often could only deal with the 
task at hand, and then had to 
move onto their next duty, ad¬ 
mits Cst. Morley Lippai, the Dids¬ 
bury liaison officer. 

"The program and volunteers 
relieve us from the responsibility 
and the guilty feeling of leaving 
the victim," says Lippai who is a 
strong supporter of the program. 

"The program is definitely 
working," he adds saying that he 
has personally witnessed the dif¬ 
ference it can make at a difficult 
time for the victim. 

So, the idea is working, but 


there is a glue that holds it all 
together - the volunteers. 

It takes a special kind of per¬ 
son," says Lippai. 

Fawns expands, "We need 
someone who is a very caring 
person. They must have empa¬ 
thy and compassion." 

But, beyond the character that 
it takes to be a Victim's Services 
volunteer, there is the training. 

"The workers have to be pre¬ 
pared to face what is presented to 
them," says Fawns. This is what 
they learn in the training ses¬ 
sions that each volunteer must 
undertake. They learn people 
skills, the skills of communica¬ 
tion, and many other skills that 
help them along their path. The 
latest graduates from the pro¬ 
gram were presented with certifi¬ 
cates last month. 

But, when it comes right down 
to it, it is the combination of 
skill, with a large dose of empa¬ 
thy and a huge heart that makes 
a Victim's Services volunteer. 

Anne Uhrich is one of those 
people. She was among the most 
recent graduates. "I wanted to do 
something in the avenue of vol¬ 
unteering that could really make 
a difference," she says. From her 
own personal traumas experi¬ 
enced in life, she knew what it 
was like to be at the bottom of the 
barrel and need someone’s gentle 
and caring hand to scramble to 
the top. 

So far, she has been on two 
calls, both for the family victims 
of car accidents. On her first call 
the victim of the accident was 
just one year older than her son. 
She says it really hit home. "I was 
really afraid I was going to get 
there and get upset, but I didn't," 
she recalls. This is natural. Trepi¬ 
dation comes with task, but the 
training she and other volun¬ 
teers have gone through is like a 
brick wall supporting them. Also, 
there are regular briefing meet¬ 
ings with all of the workers, 
where they can sit and discuss 
the cases confidentially and un¬ 
load some of the feelings that 
come with being put into the 
middle of a crisis. 

For Uhrich, the satisfaction 
of taking on the tough task is in 
her own personal life. "It really 
puts into perspective how your 
life can change in a minute. It 
has definitely made a difference 
in my own personal life in how I 
relate to the people I love and 
how I view life in general." 

One can't help but look at 
things differently when the vol¬ 
unteers, who have been to a total 
50 calls since its inception, have 
been to situations involving eve¬ 
rything from suicide to abduc¬ 
tions and domestic violence, and 
may even provide support when 
a victim must go through a court 
process.

When a CAVS volunteer ar¬ 
rives at the scene they are armed 
with the essentials inside a kit 
that they take with them. Inside 
are pamphlets and information 
where victims can be referred for 
counselling or any other service. 
They also cany hand made teddy 


bears for the children that they 
come across. However, the most 
important part of their kit is the 
volunteers themselves, their 
warmth, and their ability to know 
when someone needs a hug. 

Although none of these volun¬ 
teers are training counselling 


professionals, they are the initial 
point of contact for someone that 
needs help. 

Perhaps it is all summed up in 
their mission statement... 

"To provide support, informa¬ 
tion and referral to victims of 
crime and tragedy."

We have a chickadee with no tail who arrives at the 
feeder like a thrown tennis ball. He looks very odd but 
seems totally unconcerned about his handicap and why 
should he worry? He's getting on fine, the tail will grow 
back, and none of the other chickadees seem to be 
making jokes at his expense. 

The feeder is new this year. The one that we had for 
the last 10 years or so had to be retired because it had 
been taken over by sparrows, the nasty little dead end 
kids of the Bird World. The old one was large and only 
had to be filled about once a week but when the sparrows 
discovered it, they camped on the ledge, sometimes face 
out and without even eating, and drove the smaller birds 
away. The new model is called a Satellite Feeder and is 
clear plastic, round and ringed like a satellite, free 
swinging, quite small, with only a little lip for the birds 
to catch as they feed and the sparrows can’t seem to get 
a grip. The down side is that it has to be filled more often. 
Sometimes twice a day. It took the chickadees minutes 
to figure it out, the nuthatch needed a couple of days 
before he felt secure, and once in a while I see a cranky 
looking sparrow perched nearby and wondering what 
happened to the free lunch. 

We hang suet during the cold months and our bob¬ 
tailed chickadee likes suet as much as he likes sunflower 
seeds. In an effort to find out how many chickadees feed 
here we tried to count the number that come in between 
the visits of our recognizable friend. Unfortunately 
chickadees don't take turns very well so we still don't 
really know any numbers. Maybe if we counted for 
several days and then did an average, but we don't have 
that much spare time. The suet also attracts downy and 
hairy woodpeckers. They look exactly alike except that 
the hairy brother is about half again as big as the downy 
one and has a very large powerful bill that sends chips 
of suet raining down on the deck. Both are black and 
white, the adult males have brilliant patches of red on 
the backs of their heads, juvenile females do not. Their 
calls are also similar but the hairy is loud enough to be 
really startling. The downys are quite fearless and will 
go right on feeding while we stand just a meter away and 
continue to carry on a conversation. 

When the big feeder was up we would get the occa¬ 
sional group of grosbeaks on it and it was a joy to see 
them that close. They still come, but now they feed at 
ground level on the seeds that have been dropped by the 
little guys and if I want a good view I have to go 
downstairs and watch from a basement window. They 
really come for the crabapples and the seeds in the 
cotoneasters so they are not going hungry. There are 
three varieties of grosbeaks: the gorgeous yellow Evening 
Grosbeaks, the smaller and very beautiful pink and 
black Pine Grosbeaks, and once in a while Black Headed 
Grosbeaks. I especially like the Pine Grosbeaks. They 
are very calm and quiet and talk softly among them¬ 
selves while allowing me to get quite close. 

Last week we found a dead deer in our laneway. We 
saw it about 9 a.m. as we were going out for an 
appointment. We don't know what happened to make it 
die, but whatever it was the poor thing got half way up 
our long lane before it expired. The air was thick with 
crows, magpies and ravens. By noon there was scarcely 
anything left but the head, hooves and hide. We phoned 
Fish and Wildlife and they said we should dump the 
remains and let the coyotes finish it but there was very 
little to dump. Most surprising was that among the 
scavengers was a great big Bald Eagle. We often see Bald 
Eagles as they go by in March, but have never seen one 
in November before. How did he know that there was a 
dead deer here and how far had he come for a share in 
the feast? 

Every year I think that we should take part in the 
Christmas Bird Count, but so far we have not made the 
necessary arrangements to do so. Maybe this year. 1 
wonder if the bob-tailed chickadee will still be here for 
Christmas.

1/2 cup yellow com meal water 

1 tsp. salt grated Parmesan cheese 

1/4 cup cheddar cheese, grated 

1. Mix flour, cornmeal and salt in a large bowl. 

2. Cut in cheddar cheese and shortening until mixture in crumbly. 

3. Stir in 1/3 cup water with a fork. 

4. Shape dough into balls with hands. (Add more water if needed, a tsp. at a time.) 

5. Preheat oven to 425 degrees F. 

6. Roll half of pastry into a 12" by 10" rectangle, between two sheets of waxed paper. 

7. Cut dough into strips 5" by 1/2"; remove each strip and twist by turning ends in opposite 
direction. 

8. Lay on baking sheet and press down ends. 

9. Bake 6-8 minutes (until golden). 

10. When done, sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. Cool on racks. 

11. Repeat steps 6-10 with remaining half of dough. 

*** Makes 96 twists.

Commodity prices are down, 
costs are up and margins have 
narrowed. What can you do? 
The year ahead looks more chal¬ 
lenging than the year past. Do¬ 
ing more things right doesn't 
seem too soothing. However, a 
lot of little things done right can 
add up a lot of dollars over the 
course of a year. 

When margins are narrow, 
there is very little room for er¬ 
ror. There is very little room for 
mistakes that can add to the 
cost side of the ledger. In this 
article I want to talk about the 
things that might reduce the 
risk of adding to the costs of 
production. 

The first thing that comes to 
mind is conserving every mor¬ 
sel of moisture received for crop 
production. No tillage and leav¬ 
ing the stubble standing is one 
of the most important things to 
consider in conserving more 
moisture. The crop residue on 
the surface evaporation and the 
standing stubble protects the 
soil surface from the heat of the 
sun and the drying effect of the 
wind. 

Poor crop emergence can be 
costly. This past spring tested 
every principle important to good 
crop emergence. There was ab¬ 


solutely no room for error. Not 
one principle could be over¬ 
looked. 

I think I saw it all this spring. 
Over packing, under packing, 
weak seed, poor soil to seed 
content, seed too deep, seed too 
shallow and the list goes on. 
The margin of error was so 
narrow that emergence on 
canola seeded only 1/4 inch shal¬ 
lower, went from over 90% to 
less than 20%. At 1 inch seeding 
depth the emergence was over 
90%. At 3/4 of an inch the emer¬ 
gence dropped off to 20% or less. 

So what can you do? If there 
is moisture to the surface seed¬ 
ing shallower is always better 
than seeding deeper. Leaving 
the stubble standing ensures 
that there is moisture closer to 
the surface longer into the grow¬ 
ing season. Using plump, heavy, 
new vigorous seed is always 
important, but it is particularly 
important if growing conditions 
are not ideal and seeding deeper 
is a necessity. 

Herbicide costs can be 
trimmed if everything is done 
right or the costs can be higher 
if not used properly. Our cheap¬ 
est weed control is still crop 
competition, particularly a 
thick, vigorously growing crop. 
Getting the crop off to a good 
start as mentioned above will do 
more to improve weed control 


than even the best herbicides. 

When it comes to herbicides, 
recent research is indicatingthat 
early in crop spraying has ad¬ 
vantages over later in crop 
spraying. If spraying earlier, 
say two weeks after crop emer¬ 
gence, there is less canape, im¬ 
proved herbicide contact, the 
weeds are smaller and easier to 
control. If you can spray at the 
low end of recommended rates, 
you can trim the cost of weed 
control and you can expect im¬ 
proved weed control on most 
weeds by spraying earlier. Pay 
very close attention to the her¬ 
bicides being used, crops being 
sprayed and the weeds you want 
to control. Reading the label 
carefully can not be over em¬ 
phasized. 

There are a lot of other things 
that could be considered to re¬ 
duce the risk of increased cost of 
reduced returns. However, above 
all else, this next year is not the 
time to make major changes in 
your cropping practices. With 
major changes there is a higher 
probability of something unfore¬ 
seen happening, usually reduc¬ 
ing profits. This next year is a 
year to pay attention to detail 
and to make micro changes verse 
macro changes. Please feel free 
to contact me at any time to 
discuss any cropping challenges 
that you may have.

The farmer elected Advisory 
Committee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) has sent 
a letter to the Hon. Ralph 
Goodale, the Minister respon¬ 
sible for the CWB. The Com¬ 
mittee is asking that he con¬ 
sult with the Directors that 
producers elect, before choos¬ 
ing the government appointed 
Board members. 

Parliament changed the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board Act this 
summer to allow for the elec¬ 
tion of the CWB's first Board 
of Directors. Ten members are 
elected by farmers and five 
members, including the CEO/ 
President, will be appointed 
by the Minister. The Advisory 
Committee has recommended 
that the Minister not appoint 
the five directors until he con¬ 
sults with the farmer elected 
Board members. 

"Consulting with the Direc- 
tors-elect would be a positive 
and responsible gesture on be¬ 
half of the government, and 
would strengthen the percep¬ 
tion of change and farmer par¬ 
ticipation at the CWB," said 
Committee member Bill 
Nicholson. "Furthermore, con¬ 
sultation would allow the 
newly elected Board members 
and the government to fill any 
regional imbalances and com¬ 
plement the expertise of the 
elected Directors." 

Committee member Derek 
Dewar said, "this gesture can 
launch the new governance 
structure at the CWB in a 
spirit of cooperation, harmony 
and true partnership between 
farmers and the federal gov¬ 
ernment."
